BMlize That tbe Gold Standard 1» 


Working Them 
Injvrf. 


When we say that it is to the interest 


of England to maintain the gold stand- 
ard, we refer, of coarse, to the ruling 
power, the banters and bondholders, 
says tbe Atlanta Constitution. The 
farmers are hurt so badly by the gold 
standard that a royal commission has 
been engaged for three years in investi- 
I»ring the causesof the prevailing agri- 
cultural depression. The manufacturers 
and the workingmen of all trades are 
also hurt by the gold standard. 


What is more to tbe purpose, these 


people seem to understand much better 
than our own workingmen what is hart- 
ing them. As a result of that knowledge 
850 labor organizations of the United 
Kingdom recently presented a.monster 
petition to the government praying to 
be delivered from the destructive effects 
of tbe single gold standard. 


The petitioners remind the govern- 


ment cf the pledge made last year by 
the boose of commons that the govern- 
ment would do "all in its power to se- 
cure by international agreement a stable 
monetary par of exchange between gold 
and silver" and pray that the pledge 
may be redeemed. This petition, de- 
scribed by the London Chronicle as "tbe 
most important labor petition ever ore- 
sented to the government," had no 
effect whatever on the Salisbury cabi- 
net 
Wealth is of more importance in 


the eyes of the British government than 
those who create it, and so the few men 
who hold bonds and securities were able 
to brash aside tbe monster petition and 
to cause the cabinet to give the lie to 
tbe pledge made by the house of com- 
mons. 


Fortunately our own farmers and 


wofkiiigmeu are act compelled tc peti- 
tion their government for relief. They 
themselves, together with those who de- 
pend on them, are the government, and 
they have only to go to the polls and 
cheese, instruments ready and willing to 
carry out their will. It is to be admitted 
that they have not been very particular 
in the exercise of this inestimable privi- 
lege during the past 30 years. Without 
exception, it .rosy he said, a Majority of 
them have gone to tbe polls and selected 
presidents pledged to tie money power. 


As a result of this unspeakable folly 


the people find themselves the victims 
sot osly of tbe single goM standard, 
but of tbe trusts and monopolies which 
it had bred, it may be said in behalf of 
the majority that they have been mis- 
led for the greater part of 30 years by 
appeals to their sectional prejudices. 
But now all these issues, including th« 
farce of international bimetallism, have 
been swept away In the congressional 
elections the sole issue of any serious 
import will be the . >ld standard, and 
the people will be able to vote intelli- 
gently u i bey choose to do so. If they 
want dear money and poverty prices, 
thev will have the privilege of voting 
for gold m*)U. If they want cheap mon- 
ey, sound prices and prosperity, they 
cnn vote for the Democratic candidates. 


Henceforward tba Republican party, 


through the force of events, will be the 
gold party and the Democratic pnrty 
will stand for the restoration of nlvnr 
and prosperitv. That will he the di^id

<x>oaeil vac held in London to decide 
what answer should be made to the 
proposals of tbe United States t*«r"lngh 
the Wolcott eomausjduii on the subject 
of international bimetallism, says tbe 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 
A London die- 


patch says that it is definitely known 
that the cabinet decided to do nothing 
for silver — not to recommend any 
change in the reserve of the Bank of 
England and not to reopen the Indian 
n:nits. We are told that this snub is to 
be administered in a formal reply which 
will be most courteous and conciliatory. 


And so the stuffed club with which 


tbe silver plated Republican party has 
been belaboring the gold standard is no 
longer even stuffed. Whatever it con- 
tained has been let oat of it. Let us be 
thankful that the Republicans who are 
honestly opposed to the gold standard 
can no longer be wed by tbe gold ma- 
chine which has leased the Republican 
party. Let n» rejoice that dishonest Re- 
publicans, who falsely pretended to be 
for silver coinage because it would beat 
the Republican party to say otherwise, 
can no longer wear the mask of inter- 
national bimetallism. Let us congratu- 
late Senator Wolcott that he is now free 
to take sides between the gold standard 
party which calls itself Republican and 
the free coinage opposition to that party. 


The Republican party pledged itself 


at St. Louis to maintain the gold stand- 
ard until bimetallism should be adopted 
by an agreement between the leading 
commercial nations. The administra- 
tion placed iu power by that partv is 
pledged to that policy. It was the form 
of the contract made and entered into 
by and between Mark Hanna of the oojt 
part and the Wall street financiers of 
the other. 


Will Major McKinley feel himself 


bound by the promise he made to favor 
the domination of a British financial 
policy in this country? Will he inter- 
polate words into the constitutional 
statement of bis duties and make it 
read that the president shall see that 
the coinage laws of England are faith- 
fully executed in the United States? Or 
will he rise above the men who think 
him their captive and tell them that » 
bad promise is better broken than kept? 
Will he tell them that he made an im- 
provident pledge when he agreed to 
place the wishes and interests of a group 
of money changers above the rights and 
interests of tbe people of the whole 
country? He has promised to tue world s 
Shylocks m the pound of, flesh nearest j 
hi? own heart, but that nearest tho 
heart of every man whose enterprise or 
necessities nave made him a debtor. To 
make such a promise was reckless and 
wrong. It was made under duress for 
the accomplishment of a great personal 
end. To redeem it would be like keep- 
ing an agreement to commit a crime. 


The president's convictions are all 


against the bargain made for him by 
Mark Haana with the manipulators of 
the Gold trust at tit Louis. He can do 
more for his country now than it has 
been in the power of any man to do 
since Abraham Lincoln if he will brave- 
ly set aside the wicked compact. Inde- 
pendent bimetallism is the sure road to 
international bimetallism. So says Pro- 
fessor Andrews, and he gays that this is 
tbe oninion of the leading bimetallists 
in Europe. The United States is now 
their greatest hope. The (mare of a for- 
eign agreement has been taken fromonr 
pathway, and it is for the president to 
Bay whether ho will lead the country 
toward the restoration of the free and 
independent coinage of both metals at 
once because of the .failure of interna- 
tional bimetallism or whether he will 
lose his onportnnity and be overwhelmed 
by tbe people in tie next presidential 
election. 


Whatever the president may do the 


fraud of international bimetallism was 
the last political card of the Republican 
party, and the game is lost. It was a 
fraud that ought not to have deceived 
anybody, but did deceive '.honsands. It 
caii deceive no more. The farce is over, 
aiid the British ministry 1ms ruugdown 
the curtain. Shylock will not accept the

Front Hanh Environment. 


In Limousin there is a barren rang* 


of low hills which lies along the divid- 
ing lind between the departments of 
Dordogne, Correze and Haute- Vienne, 
about half way between Perigueux aa<l 
Limoges. The water courses show the 
location of these uplands. They extend 
over an area about 75 miles long and 
half as wide, wherein average huuiat 
misery is most profound. Dense igno- 
rance prevails. There is more illiteracy 
thac in szy other part cf Fr.-ses The 
contrast in stature, even with the low 
average of all the surrounding region, 
is clearly marked by the dark tint 
There are sporadic bits of equal diminu- 
tivenesg elsewhere to the south and 
west, but none is so extended or so ex- 
treme. Two-thirds of tbe men are be- 
low 5 feet 3 inches in height in some of 
the communes, and the women are three 
or more inches shorter even than this. 
One man in ten is below 4 feet 11 iuchea 
in stature. 


This is not due to race, for several 


racial types are equally stunted in this 
way within the same area. It is pri- 
marily due to generations of subjection 
to a harsh climate, to a soil which is 
worthless for agriculture, to a steady 
diet of boiled chestnuts and stagnant 
water and to insanitary dwellings in 
the deep, narrow and damp valleys. 
Still further proof may be found to 
show that tiiosc 1,1 up!o nro not stunted 
by any hereditary lutlncuce, for it has 
been shown that children born here, 
but who migrate and grow up else- 
where, are normal in height, while 
those born elsewhere, but who are sub- 
ject to this environment during the 
growing period of youth, are propor- 
tionately dwarfed. — Popular Science

In his contention he was upheld by 


tnch specialists in skin diseases as Dr 
George Henry Fox, Dr. H. J. Piff^rd, 
Dr. E. B. Bronson and Dr. A. R. Smith. 
These physicians, with Dr. George B. 
Fowler as chairman, constituted a com- 
mittee appointed hist December by the 
Medical Society of tho County of New 
York to investigate leprosy. 
After aa 


exhaustive study of the disease they 
reported to the society that leprosy is 
probably au infectious disease. A dis- 
ease though infectious is net necessari- 
ly contagious. 


This contention of the New York 


specialists in skin diseases is in direct 
contradiction to tbo conclusion arrived 
at by the international leprosy confer- 
ence which closed its session in Berlin 
a few days ago. Tho conference, which 
was attended by the most eminent and 
learned leprosy specialists in tho world, 
decided: "The leprosy bacillus is tbe 
true cause of tut disease. Leprosy is 
contagious, but not hereditary." 


After the report of the special commit- 


tee appointed by tho Medical Society of 
tho Conuty of New York had been 
made Dr. Fowler began to agitate the 
doing away •« ith the house cf isolation 
on North Brother is.liind for lepers. A 
half dozen victims of the disease were 
inmates of the house at that time, and 
two of them recently escaped. The re- 
maining four continued to be isolated

Backed np by the 
opinion of some of the most learned 
men of the world, I have decided, ic 
spite of public opinion, to do away 
with tho isolation of lepers. My coarse 
will be unpopular, I know, but I will

It is not the province of the board 


of health to take care of lepers. That is 
a duty devolving ou tho federal govern- 
ment The latter should establish a 
hospital for the treatment of leprosy,

In looking over a history of our

So he 
sent bis ton, Yamato Dake, to sub 
due them. After traversing 
the 


southern chores of the island of Nip- 
pon and iu each instance being vic- 
torious over the fractious savages, 
Yamato found himself at the en- 
trance to the bay of Jeddo, where 
Commodore Perry made his first 
anchorage. Here he embarked with 
His army and attempted to cross tbo 
narrow channel. How was he to

ing writer greeted him? It is an old 
Japam-e proverb that "a sea voy-

This is especially true of minor 


children, who oftentimes do not 
know where to look for such proof.
